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FOR IMPROVE 
OF CITY'S SYSTEM 


In Platting Suburban Properly! 
and Making Assessments, 


Tax Officials Desire Plat of City. 
More Time for Payment of 
Assessments. 


Three important measures are being 
agitated in the city tax office for the 
betterment of _ the city’s system of 
public improvements. The suggestions 
come from George B. Beauchamp, 
chief clerk of the tax assessor's of- 
fice, and they are meeting not only 
with the approval of the other of- 
ficials in the tax office, but with the 
indorsement of members of the coun- 
cil and aldermanic board. 

The first measure is a system of 
platting property in the territory 
which was annexed to the city within 
the past four or five years. The plat- 
ting is done by the owners for the 
purpose of sale and personal pecuni- 
ary gain without much regard to the 
streets and lots for a future large 
city. It is proposed hereafter to have 
all such property laid off by the city 
engineer or under his direction, so 
that there will be no necessity in the 
future to have streets regraded or 
widened as is now being done _ to 
central business streets. If the prop- 
erty is properly laid off now under a 
systematic plan it will cost nothing, 
but in later years somebody may be 
called upon to pay a bill of costs. It 
is pointed out that Atlanta is already 
suffering enough at present because 
of poorly graded and narrow streets 
without having to suffer any more in 
the future. 


Three-Year Payments Advocated. 

Another measure is to allow prop- 
erty owners to pay for sewers and 
street paving as is now done for side- 
walk, curb and paving. Under the 
city ordinances property owners have 
three years to pay for sidewalk im- 
provements and this prevents § any 
hardships to those who have bought 
their homes on the installment plan 
or who may be unable to make one 
cash payment. If sewers and street 
paving can be paid for in three years, 


it is said, the result will be that much | 


more such improvements will be made. 
It frequently happens that some small 
home owners virtually haye to sacri- 
fice thelr property because they can- 
not pay for sewers and street paving. 
The threé- payments for  side- 
walks has worked admirably, both for 
the city and the property owners. 
City Map Is Needed. 

The third measure is to have the 
city provide a complete map of all 
property, giving the exact size of lots 
and the names of the owners. For the 
past ten years efforts have been made 
to provide such a map, but something, 
especially the cost, has always stood 
in the way. The tax assessors work 
under great disadvantage because éf 
here being no map or plat showing 
all of the city property, and mistakes 
occur which cannot be avoided. While 
the initiative cost would be some ten 
or twelve thousand dollars, the city 
would in the end save money by such 
an investment. say those who have 
investigated the matter. 

The measures mentioned will prob- 
ably be brought before cotuncil the 
last of the year so the incoming coun- 
cll next year can take them up before 
the January budget is made out. 


SENATE DEMOCRATS 
FACING A WHANGLE 


New Senators Propose to Break the 
Seniority Rule in Regard 
to Committees. 


Washington, November 28.—Control 
of the important committees of the 
senate in the next congress, when that 
body will be under democratic domina- 
tion, has become a question of pressing 
importance. The matter is considered 
so vital to the shaping of legislation 
and democratic policies in the new 
Dngress that party leaders now here 
cre discussing “it with a view to ob- 
taining immediate action. 

It is expected that some form of a 
democratic senate caucus or confer- 
ence will be held next week, to take 
preliminary steps toward reorganiza- 
tion. The issue has practically taken 
the form of an ultimatum from the 
newer democratic senators, in which 
numbLer are included many of the most 
active members of that body, thae 
they must have their share of the im 
portant committee places, or they will 
everturn the establisheg order of sen- 
iority that has long been the bulwark 
of “ola members’ control” in the sen- 
ate. 

The agitation in democratic ranks 
has arisen from the fact that a few 
democrats long in the senate hold the 
ranking positions on practicajly all 
the important committees. If the rules 
or sentority are followed, each will be 
allowed to pick the chairmanship of 
one of these committees, and at the 
Same time hold second position on 
others. 

The important committees are those 
on finance, 
commerce, naval affairs, the judiciary, 
foreign relations, military affairs, rules! 
and agriculture. Several propositions | 
for a change have been advanced. The 
most generally accepted of them would 
five each of the old senators their 
choice of one important committee- 
ship, the commanding places on the 
committees to be yielded then te the

HOLES ABE ADMITTED 


Even Government Attorney Doubts 
Constitutionality of So-Called 
Publicity Measure. 


Washington, November 28.—On the 
theory that congress intended to pass 
a constitutional law when it enacted 
the “newspaper publicity” law last 
summer as a part of the postal appro- 
priation act, Solicitor General Bullitt 
in a brief made public today asked the 
supreme court of the United States 
to construe the measure into a con- 
stitutional enactment. The law will 
come before the court for considera- 
tion Monday. 

So long as the laws “are passeg in 
the thasty and unconsidered way that 
they are,” the solicitor general argued 
in the brief, it was the duty of the 
court not to adhere to the letter of 
the enactment and destroy the spirit, 
but to strive as best it may to give 
measures a reasonable and effective 
meaning. | 

Attempt te Regutate Denied. 

The government asked the court in 
this instance.to construe the law not 
as an attempt to regulate all news- 
papers and magazines, but as creat- 
ing additional conditions on the use 
of the “second-class” mail privileges. 

“Very probably congress has no 
power to regulate the press or to say 
what shall or what snail not go into 
newspapers, to require them to print 
the names of their bondholders or cir- 
culation or to prescribe how they 
shall label thei? articles,” said the so- 
licditter general. ‘if tne statute he 
construed as attempting to do those 
things it may possibly Be void.” 

The government's brief argued that 
while the law itself required “every

newspaper’ to file statements of edi- 
tors, owners, bondholMers and circu- 
lation, under penalty of being “denied 
the privileges of the mail,” yet lan- 
guage in the other portions of the law 
showed that it made the requirement 
only of newspapers “entered” at post- 
offices and the word “enrered” was a 
techincal one applying only to second- 
Class matter. 

The right of the government to 
conditions under which 
mail might be admitted to second-class 
was defended. 

Overtaxing for Publisher, Alleged. 

“Every man, woman and chfld whe 
mails a letter is being overtaxed for 
the benefit of the publisher,’ :nid the 
government. “The ninety miliion of 
people are being taxed directly for the 
benefit of 30,000 publishers. The gov- 
ernment overcharges people who mail 
letters about $70,000,000 a year and 
that profit all goes to make up the 
loss sustained by carrying periodicals, 
etc., at the low second-class rate. We 
thus se2 that congress has discrimi- 
nated agains the individual and in 
favor ef the publisher. If it had the 
power to do so, can it not equally well 
make some changes in that classifica- 
tion?” ; 

The government brief expressed the 
most doubt about the constitutionality 
of the feature of the law which makes 
an editor or publisher liable to a fine 
for printing a paid-for article without 
marking it “advertisement.”

[EMBEZZLER HELD, 
SAY DETECTIVES 


West Point Man Arrested for 
Fugitive Banker, 


/ 


J. M. ‘Long, Thought to Be H. W. 
Parker, Wanted in Winnebago, 
Minnesota, 


Believed to be H. W. Parker, the 
embezzling vice president of the Bank 
of Commerce, of Winnebago, Minn., 
who, since the first of 1912 has led 
the Pinkertons a chase over the con- 
tinent after absconding with $50,000 
of the bank’s funds, a man named 
J. M. Long, a well-known resident of 
West Point, Ga, has been arrested 
in that place and is being held for 
detectives sent there to establish iden- 
tification. 

Long has been in Georgia since early 
spring. He married in Atiehta shortly 
after reaching this state, leaving im- 
mediately for West Point, where he 
became proprietor and manager of, the 
Grand theater, and established other 
enterprises which won him recogni- 
tion in commercial circles of that city. 

Pinkerton detectives said last night 
that they firmly believe ‘‘Long” is the 
fugitive bank official. The prisoner is 
reticent, but vigorously denies having 
ever resided in Winnebago, or being 
acquainted even with the history of 
the embezzlement of which he is ac- 
cused. 

Embezzlement This Year. 

The embezzlement of the Winnebago 
bank’s ‘funds occurred early in 1912. 
The Pinkertons have been engagedina 
systematic chase over the entire con- 
tinent for the fugitive, the search 
extending even to foreign shores. 

Finally the Pinkertons sent a “man- 
hunt” circular to West Point officials. 
It was a description of the absconding 
bank official of the Minnesota town, 
and bore a picture of the fugitive, of- 
fering $1,260 reward in glaring letters. 
It. aroused widespread interest, for 
scores thought they recognized in the 
fugitive’s picture a resemblance to Mr. 
Long. 

This aroused the police and Mayor 
Johnson to investigation. They were 
assisted by A. S. White, a prominent 
business man, and F. C. McIntyre, of 
the secret service staff of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
way. 

Long was arrested Thursday. The 
city instantly was thrown into a 
tremor of excitenfent. Scores of the 
accused ‘man’s friends besieged the 


who caused his arrest, but reassuring 
to his friendg and expressing confi- 
dence that the mistake in his arrest 
soon would be discovered and his free- 
dom gained. 

Long is a tall, athletic man, busi- 
nesslike and affable. He is about 45 
years old, and he is strikingly attract- 
ive, both in his manner and physical 
appearance, 

Wife Refuses to Talk. 

The Constitution communicated over 
long-distance télephone late last night 
with the wife of the prisoner. She 
refused to talk, and would not tell 
her maiden name, or anything of her 
past history. She would not tell the 
city in which she had resided before 
going to West Point, but it was learn- 
ed that she is from Cincinnati. Before 
further questions could be asked sha 
left the telephone. No statement for 
publication could be obtained from 
Long. 

The report of the identification ex- 
perts will be made today to the At- 
lanta branch of the Pinkerton agency.

Thousands who saw gloom and mis- 
ery in the rolling snow clouds Wed- 
nesday afternoon and night had hap- 
Piness brought to their very doors. 
Atlanta took care of her popr—At- 
lanta “fed the hungry.” 

While thousands romped through 
the snow, pelting each other with the 
snowballs, little bands of noble men 
and women trudged their weary way 
through many and devious routes, 
pausing here and there, letting the 
blessed sunlight into hovels where 
the wretched poor dwelled. 

Atlanta's charitable Institutions 
spent more than $10,000 to satchesite the 
spirit of good cheer. 

“Tom” Evans, the city widae: was 
one of the busiest men in Atlanta. He 
was in his office at 7 o'clock Thanks- 
giving morning. He knew that the 
cold and snow would bring misery to 
thousands of unfortunate men and 
women and he was on hand early to 
lend a helping hand. 

City hall was thrénged with these 
unfortunates of the city. They stood 
in a line from the entrance to the 
third floor, all anxious to get a little 
white slip which could be redeemed 
for provisions at a number of stores 
in the tenement neigthborhoods. There 
were many pathetic stories of suffer- 
ing and ~privation in that “misery 
line,” but there was no whimpering 
nor cussing fate. 

No Color Line Here. 

The population of Atlanta is 60 per 
cent white and 40 per cent negro. But 
there is no color line drawn when At- 
lanta dispenses charity. The appli- 
cants are about the same. 

The things most needed by Atlanta’s 
poor on Thanksgiving was wood and 
coal. But Warden Evans threw in the 
other things to warm the heart and 
stomach. Bread and meat, potatoes, 
and other substantial foodstuffs were 
handed out. 

Superintendent Joe Logan, and his 
staff of charity workers connected 
with the Associated Charities, also put 
in a busy day. There were those who 
worked in the office in the Gould 
building, and there were others who 
went out in the snow with baskets to 
bring rations to the very doors of the 
needy and worthy. In many instances 
medicine was needed more than food, 
and in quite a number of cases the 
doctor was summoned from his warm, 


comfortable office to look after a pa-, 


tient. In the most secluded parts of 
the city poor families were visited and 
something was left to show that the 
poor were not forgotten. 

Have to Use Discretion. 

“It is a hard task to supply all the 
poor families of the city,” explained 
Warden Evans, after he had completed 
his work. “We have several classes of 
charity wards. There is that class 
that cannot help themselves, and there 
is that class that won't nelIp them- 
selve. We can’t discriminate, but we 
must be discreet, or some of the folks 
who come here would take everything

From the day of his birth, Lea was destined both to achieve- 
ment and to physical weakness. A hunch-back, puny in body, 
faltering in gait; his mind seemed to compensate in brilliance and 
his will in inflexibility for the frailty of his body. It is the con- 
sensus of belief that he was the guiding genius back of the suc- 


cessful Chinese revolution. His writings and his studies mark him} 


as one of the foremost military strategists of his day. In the old 
days in his Denver home. he used to drill and maneuver the youth 
of his acquaintance upon the backlots of that city. Later he took 
up laboriously the study of military strategy, of any and every 
branch of learning that might bear on his chosen profession of 
arms. 

His education and his adolescent years were alike marred by 
sickness and poverty. Life was with him a daily battle against 
the protests of a feeble body and an adverse fate.

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Cargoes to Georgia City. 


Brunswick, Ga, November 28.—(Spe- 
cilal)—-The facilities of the port of 
Brunswick for handing import cargoes 
of fertilizer material, salt, cement and 
siinilar heavy commodities will be 
greatly increasea by the construction 
of a large storage warehouse which 
the Southern railway is preparing to 
erect on property adjoining its Turtle 
River docks and warehouses. This 
warehcuse will have the most modern 
appliances for handling bulk freight 
to and from vessels and cars, and will 
be built for the express purpose of 
providing stwrage room for commodi- 
ties which are often held at ports for 
long periods. It will serve to attract 
vessels to Brunswick and add to the 
importance of this city as a point for 
distribution to the interior, thus prov- 
ing a benefit not only to Brunswick, 
but as well to interior points reached 
by rail. As vesseis which discharge 
their lading here will naturally prefer 
to secure return cargoes out of this 
port, Brunswick's export trade is ex- 
pected to be increased, also, as a re- 
sult of this addition to its port facil- 
ities by the Southern railway. 

The new warehouse will be 300 feet 
long and 100 feet wide, and will have 
reinforced concrete foundation walls, 
eoncrete floors and fireproof roof.

Washington, November 28.—Colonel 
Daniel M. Ransdell, sergeant-at-arms 
of the United Stants senate, former 
United States marshal for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and an 
friend of the late President Harrison, 
died- here early today as the result 
of an operation performed on Novem- 
ber 7. 

Colonel Ransdell was one of the 
well-known figures of public life.
